Steve Young Retires and 
Joins Salt Lake Olympics 


SALT LAKE CITY- Playing in the NFL will be a hard act to follow 
but Steve Young is taking his passion for sport to the Olypmic Winter 
Games of 2002. 

His latest assignment as SLOC Ambassador-at-Large is to be one of 
the hosts at the Olympic Medals Plaza. From February 8th to 
February 24th, the plaza will be a nightly gathering place for celebrat- 
ing Olympic athletes. From the plaza, the world will turn to see 477 
medals awarded, concerts, and fireworkds. Attendance will be 
approximately 30,000 with a world wide television audience of mil- 
lions. 

“I watched Steve's announcement with decidedly mixed emotions. 
His spirit has lifted the entire NFL and it’s fans. While he will be 
greatly missed in the football arean, the Salt Lake Olympics welcomes 
him as an Ambassador-at-Large,” said Mitt Romney, President and 
CEO of SLOC. “Steve's brand of leadership, integrity, and enthusi- 
asim for sport will be an integral part of the success of these games. he 
will motivate all of us with his enormous vitality for America’s team.” 

As Ambassador-at-Large, Steve Young’s role with SLOC will 
include the following:

2. Salt Lake 2002 Ambassador: F 

* Assist SLOC President and CEO Mitt Romney in the identifica- 
tion and solicitation of funds and resources, from individuals and cor- 
porations, to support the 2002 Olympic Winter Games and America’s 
Olympic Athletes. 

3. Team 2002 Volunteer Chairperson: 

* Assist SLOC in recruiting the 26,000 person volunteers needed for 
the 2002 Olympic Winter Games and Paralympic Winter Games. 

* Work closely with SLOC in all facets of the Team 2002 program 


including volunteer recognition, retention, training, communications, 


and recruitment.
